A Plea for Narberth Boy Scouts 

Residents of Narberth are confronted by a condition which challenges 
.the loyalty of a community that justly prides itself upon its intelligence and 
public •spirit. The local troop of Eoy Scouts, which hay won distinction 
for Narbeith as well as for its members, is threatened with the necessity of 
dissolution. Since the closing of the Y. M. C. A. the troop has been unable 
to find quarters for its meetings, and unless suitable accommodations of this 
kind are provided tins most useful and inspirational undertaking will have 
to be abandoned. 

To anyone even remotely interested in the welfare of our boys and 
familiar with the work of the Boy Scouts, it must be clear that such a lapse 
would be deplorable. My own feelings in the matter are very deep, because 
in my younger days I was privileged to come into closo association with 
boys and to derive a sympathetic understanding of their needs. As an in- 
structor of sciences in a high school, superintendent of science instruction 
in public schools, and later, as an officer of State militia, I became acquaint- 
ed with the propensities of youth and learned something of the ways in 
which its energies can host be directed toward the formation of souud char- 
acter. And I am satisfied that the Boy Scouts society, possesses an insti- 
tution incomparably effective for this beneficent work. 

My faith in the organization was abundantly confirmed a few weeks 
ago by a visit to Camp Delmont, on the Perkiomen, where nature and a 
philanthropic citizen have provided an ideal equipment for the practice of 
scout-craft by organized groups of boys.. .Moreover, the demonstration had 
a particular appeal because the outstanding feature was the leadership of 
the Narberth youngster in the rivalry of the troops for. Scout honors. 

Their fathers and mothers— and their neighbors, too— have every right 
to be proud of the distinctions won by these manly young fellows in gener- 
ous emulation with their associates. There were ten or twelve troops in 
camp when I was there, more than 200 boys and officers in aU. The spirit 
of discipline, of comradeship, of helpfulness, of self-reliance, courtesy and 
manly achievement, was admirable, and in these respects the Narberth boy 
had made quite notable records, as shown by their numerous badges of 
merit. 

While seated with the executive officers in the dining-room, for ex- 
ample, I observed that the Narberth troop's table bore a special flag, and 
I asked what that signified. The reply was that the flag was awarded daily 
to that troop which excelled in discipline, orderliness and general demeanor; 
and, furthermore, that the flag decoration had then been conferred on the 
Narberth trocp for the eighth consecutive day. Surely* there could not be 
a more striking tribute to the character of our Narberth boys and the ef- 
ficiency of their devoted leader, Scoutmaster Fred C, Patten. 

Those not familiar with the aims and methods of the organization 
would be deeply impressed if they studied its varied activities. The Boy 
Sccut learns far more than to take care of himself, to know nature, to use 
his hands and his head and Iris faculties. Ke learns, in addition to many 
varied mechanical and artful accomplishmerts not obtainable in so large a 
degree by our boys in any other way— self-respect, clean living, reverence 
and loyalty, and almost unconsciously develops the qualities which make 
for useful, Christian manhood and citizenship. In a word, he acquires hab- 
its of physical, mental and moral discipline which enhance his value to him- 
self and to society. 

It gees without saying that every good American is interested, whether 
he realizes it or not, in promoting such a sane and constructive work as that 
of the Boy Scouts. And the residents of Narberth are* especially concerned 
because their boys have shown exceptional aptitmle in tha training and 
have conspicuously upheld the honor of the community. 

In the face of such a need and such a demonstration, would it not be a 
reproach, a calamity, if the Narberth troop were compelled to disband for 
lack of a meeting place? To permit that would be to confess a woeful 
deficiency of civic pride and a lamentable unconcern for the welfare of our 
youth. More than that, it would be to sacrifice self-interest by abandon- 
irg a work which tends to elevate the precent and future life of the com- 
ir unity. 

It is earnestly to be hoped that the men and women of Narberth wil? 
awaken to their obligations in this matter before it is too late and provide 
for their splendid Boy Scout troop the modest quarters it nee is for its gath 
erings.

bade us good-by for his Canada jour- 
ney — those days when we tramped the 
wooded slopes of the Chester Valley, 
lured by flashes of tropical color among 
the budding saplings: a blue warbler, 
a green one with his velvet collar and 
snowy breast, a cardinal on the tree- 
top, and a yellow flash of the flicker's 
wing. 

Leading from Bcrwyn to the Chester 
Valley is an old dirt road following a 
dancing brook down through shadowy 
woods, and winding at last to the open 
fertile valleys across which rise the 
hills of Valley Forge. This is one of 
the favorite tramping grounds of "The 
Vagabonds/' There we find the first 
shy spring flowers — arbutus, violets, 
mitrewort, dutchmaa's breeches, ad- 
der's tongue, pink azalea.. Along the 
lower reaches of the brook great fronds 
of rattlesnake fern spread their feath- 
ery branches and raise their jewelled 
fruit, while beech fern, lady fern, 
Christmas fern, and maiden hair beck- 
on us farther up the glen. Sweet 
bracken clothes the hillside; and, as 
we clamber up, Phoebe calls us with 
friendly voice, while above we hear the 
clarion call of the great crested fly- 
catcher. A gentle cheeping at the right 
catches the ear of our "Bird-wise 
One, M and we crouch on the edge of 
the woods, waiting patiently yet breath- 
lessly for another note to help us find 
the new-comer. Another note, and we 
creep a little forward; a flutter, and we 
move to the right, and suddenly we 
glimpse through the underbrush a busy 
little bird scratching in the old leaves, 
his olive green body a wonderful foil 
for his head of banded black and yel- 
low. This is the worm-eating warbler, 
and we feel ourselves fortunate in mak- 
ing his acquaintance. If we lived a 
trifle farther north we should search 
the woods for him in vain. 

Our own woods down ITagy *s Ford 
'Road yield us no fewer treasures. The 
floor is thick with white violets (viola 
pallens, not the red-stemmed ones), and 
among the blue ones we count our dear 
common ones, dog violets, swamp, Lc 
Contc's, and that lovely deep one "with 
fuzzy leaves, Fimbriatula. A pair of 
blue birds swing on a twig over the 
roadway and watch us as we rest. The 
chewinks call from the thicket ; the 
ruby-crowned -kinglets -dart through, the 
tree tops while we are peering through 
the brush at the white-throats. If we 
sit motionless on the wooded slopes 
above the brook we may lie rewarded 
by a sight of oven birds, or better still, 
thrushes, scratching among the loaves 
like busy little hens. A little later ■ 
great masses of silvery spleenworth i 
fern border the brook as it swings into ; 
the sun at Woodbine. avenue, and across 
the road New York ferns grace the old 
stone wall down whose lichened sides 
the vines hand tremblingly. 

On hot August days the trains to ; 
Ardmore and the trolley to Crinu Crock \ 
bring us to aisles of wooded quiet un- j 
der hemlock arches. The sweet breath I 
of these depths is like wine. Here the 
wood floor is clear of underbrush, and 
the shining stream keeps us happy com- 
pany as we clamber along its steep, 
sides hunting checkerberry, rattlesnake 
plantain, and beech drops. 

Now there Is a touch of autumn in 
the air, and our feet are once more 
restless for grassy roads. Oh for the 
pungent odor of burning brush, and a 
glimpse of gentian blue!
